others will not secure enough'to keep 
them even lu normal llcsli.

salt during the summer months, wheu 
they have access to pasture.that is 
rich lu succulence, how much greater 
is their, need of -it when their winter 
rations nre so dry and unpalatable. 


Leaving the cows' tents diimn after 


milking will not only cause n decrease 
in the flow of milk, but is sure to 
cause chapped ami cracked teats. 
What trouble this causes at uillkla;: 
time can be easily avoided by drylu; 
the teats thoroughly.
